AN INTERESTING SEASON 


Both the Screen Tour and Local Program ser- 
ies have been well attended and much enjoyed, 
this year. The December Screen Tour was 
“North with the Birds'' by George M. Sutton, 
distinguished ornithologist and explorer. Dr. 
Sutton stressed the need for conservation in the 
sub-arctic breeding grounds, a tremendous res- 
ervoir of wildlife. In January Karl Maslowski 
of Cincinnati showed ‘‘Under Buckeye Skies"’. 
This program covered insect, mammal and bird 
species in dramatic film sequences. In February 
Alfred M. Bailey of Colorado took us ‘‘Travel- 
ing Along the Labrador’, with the MacMillan 
expedition. ‘‘Athabaska Sojourn’', by Olin 
Sewall Pettingill, Jr., the Screen Tour for March, 
was an account of his adventurous quest for 
almost vanished species

The January Local Program was ‘‘Member's 
Night""—by our own talented members. Jack 
Van Benthuysen spoke of ‘birding places" 
around St. Louis since the days one went ‘way 
out to the woods on Grand Avenue". Mrs. J.

BIRDS OF THE YEAR: 


1947 brought so many 
rare and unusual “bird finds" that your editor 
decided to play it safe by naming not the “bird 
of the year"’ but the ‘10 birds of the year". 
Well, he tried, and ended up with 11 — all of 
them so unusual for this area that it seemed 
impossible to omit even one. And there were 
several others which were almost equally de- 
serving of being included. All of these were 
listed by competent and experienced observers: 
Whistling Swan, Western Grebe, European Wid- 
geon, Buff-breasted Sandpiper, Northern Phala- 
rope, Yellow-headed Blackbird, Nelson's Spar- 
row, Snow Bunting, White-winged Scoter, White- 
rumped Sandpiper, Hutchins’ Goose. 


Jack Van Benthuysen's discovery of a saw- 
whet owl in Webster Groves gave others a 
chance to see this species, which is seldom seen 
by the average birder in our area. 


* * . 


A pileated woodpecker, our ‘‘giant'’ wood- 
pecker, is not too frequently seen, even by ex- 
perienced birders. Yet one showed up in Forest 
Park, in January, reported by Hattie Ettinger. 
It was again reported by another group, several 
weeks later.

Large flocks of Lapland Longspurs, running 
into several hundred in size, were observed in 
St. Charles County during January and February.
